Today we have additional reports which were re- 
ceived too late to be incorporated in the week-end re- 
view. From Boston, for instance, our correspondent 
states: “New car sales should show a 50 per cent increase 
in April as compared with March and used car sales 
should gain at least 30 per cent over the same period. 
May, we believe, will be the peak month of the year. 
Flood conditions in New England did not seriously affect 
the market and, as a matter of fact, prospects in the 
affected area were never brighter for profitable dealer 
operation throughout the entire year.” From the other 
side of the country, Santa Monica, Calif., comes the re- 
port that April car sales have shown a decided increase 
with new cars about 20 per cent above March and used 
cars up 25 per cent. June or July are picked as the 
peak months of the year. And our correspondent states 
that the used car position is much easier than it has 
been for some time. These reports, coupled with the re- 
ports printed in the Saturday issue, would seem to indi- 
cate that May or June will take the honors in a sales 
way this year with May having the edge in dealer pre- 
dictions. If this proves true it is likely that the current 
month will have a good rival in May so far as production 
is concerned.

April production, as 
mentioned before, already has been spoken 

for. And with most dealers picking May as the peak 


sales month this spring we may look for a good carry- 
over of business during June and even into July. There 
is every indication that the second quarter will run well 
above the first quarter. For instance, the first quarter 
this year, with March estimated at 305,000, would show a 
total of close to 700,000 units. Dealer reports indicate 
that April will run 25 per cent above March, or roughly, 
380,000 units. Dealers also feel that May will be the peak 
month, which would mean at least 390,000 units for that 
month. If we assume that this buying wave would be 
carried over into June, giving that month a total of at 
least 350,000, the second quarter registrations should run 
over 1,000,000, which would be 70 per cent above the first 
quarter.
